CONCENTRATED FOOD IN THE TREATMENT OF 
PULMONARY CONSUMPTION. *

Calling attention to the importance of nourishing diet in the treat- 
ment of pulmonary consumption is so trite that it barely deserves repeti- 
tion ; yet old as it is, it is no less true to-day than it ever was. Indeed it 
may be laid down as a fundamental proposition that the cases of con- 
sumption which cannot be reached through the instrumentality of food, 
have certainly slim prospects of recovery. It is, also, no less true on the 
other hand that if your patient can be made to partake of, digest, and as- 
similate a sufficient amount of food, it matters little in what condition his 
lungs may be, he will, with ordinary good management, make a good re- 
covery in the great majority of instances. Failure to get well under 
these circumstance is the exception. To make your patient eat, then, is 
the great problem to solve in the cure of this disesse, yet everyone real- 
izes the enormous diflBculties which are constantly placing themselves in 
your way. Very little can be done to attain this end by only addressing 
medicines to the stomach. You are required to rise higher than this, and 
take a general sur\'ey of the whole condition of your patient. In other 
words, it is absolutely indispensable that you should regulate his exercise, 
his rest, his sleep, and his eating, in fact you must have a systematic 
super\'ision of all he does during the whole twenty-four hours. I have 
arrived at the conclusion long ago that a consumptive patient who is 
fatigued, cannot eat. So his appetite will greatly depend on how much, 
or how little exercise you prescribe for him. If much exercise tires, then 
less must be taken ; and if little exercise tires, then absolute rest must be 
insisted on. Many of these poor people exercise themselves to death. 
Digestion, like exercise, requires a certain degree of bodily strength. The 
strength which is expended in performing exercise, deducts so much from 
the sum total of the bodily forces, and in most cases leaves too small a 
residuum to carry on the proce.sses of digestion, absorption, and assimila-

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tion, and is the principal cause of ttie persistent anorexia. I am well 
aware of the prevalent impression that exefcise is one of the essential 
promoters of a good appetite, but all you need to do is to ask your pa- 
tient to give you an opportunity to demonstrate the falsity of this belief 
by a prolonged dose of rest, and I dare say that a single chance will be 
sufficient to dispel the illusion. Rest will not only restore his appetite 
and save his strength, but it will reduce his fever, diminish the cough, 
and make him feel more comfortable in every respect. 

If your patient eats, what kind of food should he have? It is that 
kind which concentrates a large amount of nutritive material in a small 
bulk, an.d which requires a small amount of digestive energy on the part 
ot the stomach and the digestive tract. Such foods exist, without ques- 
tion, in the freshly prepared juice of beef, oysters and clams, and they are 
prepared as follows : Beef, preferably the round steak, is cut in pieces of 
the size of a walnut, and is placed in a pan and held over the fire for a 
few minutes in order to heat the outside slightly. The whole is then 
dumped into a large Bartlett beef-press, and this separates the juice from 
the fibre. About one and a half pounds of meat will yield a teacupful of 
beef juice. This juice, divested of all fat, is well seasoned and taken cold 
in half teacupful doses three or four times a day. In the case of oyster 
and clam juice, the same process is followed in extraction, and it is like- 
wise taken cold and seasoned. These juices contain the very essence of 
nourishment, require very little or no digestion, and are easily absorbed 
and assimilated, and may be administered to the most fastidious stom- 
achs. They are very much superior to any kind of beef tea, or extract, 
that can be made. Additionally I prescribe five or six glasses of milk a 
day. Much may be done in feeding these patients by goin^ about it in a 
systematic manner. Begin at 7 o'clock in the morning with a glass of 
milk, and repeat the same every three hours. If a whole glass is too 
much, be satisfied if only half a glass is taken at first. At 8 o'clock ad- 
minister half a teacupful of beef juice. At first this is given three times 
only, but as soon as possible four times a day. If desirable, oyster or 
clam juice may be substituted once during the day for the beef juice. 
Besides, you must persuade your patient to eat an ^%%, or oat meal gruel, 
with cream and sugar, and bread and butter, and a cup of coffee for break- 
fast ; beefsteak, roast beef, mutton or lamb, with vegetables for dinner, 
and a lighter meal for supper. Beer, wine, champagne, whiskey, or 
brandy, may also be taken in moderate quantities throughout the day 

Much can be done to stimulate the appetite. For this purpose, I 
often give the following: R Acid, phosphoric, dil.; acid, nitro-muriatic. 
dil.; acid, sulphuric, aromatic; tinct. ferri chlordi aa fl 3ss. M.Sig., thirty 
drops in half a glass of cold sweetened water* during meals. A coated 
tongue, which so frequently exists in these cases, is no contra-indication 
to the giving of iron. Additionally two or three grains of quinine are 
prescribed in the forenoon and in the afternoon. The bowels must also 
be kept regular. If constipated, a glass of Hunyadi water, or a Lady 
Webster's pill in the evening will generally suffice. Topliff's Pavara pills,or 
Parke,Davis& Co.'s Cascara Cordial also serve well for this purpose. Occas- 
ionally a blue mass pill will not be out of place. If there is a tendency 
to diarrhoea, the above mentioned acid preparation will often check it. In 
most instances of this kind the diarrhoea follows a meal, and is due more 
to a hyper-sensativeness of the alimentary tract than to any other cause. 
To the acid mixture you may. therefore, add sub nitrate of bismuth and 
pepsin with advantage. 
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CHLORALAMID IN SURGERY. *

Frequently after an operation of magnitude it is necessary to give 
the patient something to quiet the nervous system and produce sleep. It 
is not always pain which causes restlessness and sleeplessness after the 
operation — in the majority of cases I am sure that the impression upon 
the nervous system, and particularly upon the mind, is what leads to the 
insomnia ; for under our antiseptic methods, and especially where the 
wound has been covered with iodoform- -a drug having decided anaes- 
thetic properties — there is but a trifling amount of pain, often none, even 
after the most severe operative procedures. But as night draws near 
there is a growing restlessness, and at the hour when sleep should come 
the patient is anxious, nervous and wakeful. What can be done? The 
almost universal rule among surgeons is to order a hypodermic injection 
of morphine; but I believe this is unjustifiable unless there be some indi- 
cation for the anodyne effect of the opiate; this is markedly true in ab- 
dominal surgery; but in any case the morphine is objectionable because 
it is apt to produce vomiting, is certain to seriously interfere with the 
process of digestion, is sure to induce constipation, and nearly always to 
give rise to headache, malaise, etc. Chloral has been suggested as a 
proper hypnotic ; but chloral depresses the heart to a dangerous degree, 
and therefore cannot be used in these cases. Bromides, with hyoscyamus, 
will sometimes answer the purpose admirably, but most stomachs rebel 
against this combination, so that it is hardly safe to try it. What then 
can we use? If a drug can be found which will be free from all these 
objectionable features it unquestionably will fill an important place in our 
materia medica. 

Such a one, it seems, has been discovered in chloralamid. This com- 
paratively new medicinal agent is prepared by combination of two parts of 
chloral anhydride with one of formamide ; it is found in commerce as a 
colorless, crytalline substance, nearly tasteless, soluble in about twenty 
parts of water and two of alcohol. It will keep indefinitely in solution 
without decomposition, but cannot be dissolved in hot solutions because 
of chemical changes. It acts very much like chloral and sulphonal, but 
does not depress the heart like the former, and is much superior to the 
latter in that it is soluble, exerts no bad influence upon digestion, possesses 
no diuretic action, never causes pruritus, vertigo, diarrhoea, of other bad 
symptoms which sometimes follow the administration of sulphonal — in 
fact, experience is demonstrating the accuracy of Reichmann*s observa- 
tion: from chloralamid no ill effects on the circulation or in the feelings 
of the patients are to be noted; and, besides, the cost is much less than 
that of sulphonal. T. Lauder Brunton, in a recent report on the " Rela- 
tive Utility of Different Hypnotics," highly commends it, and states that 
with reference to certainty of action and the question of tolerance 
chloralamid surpasses. 

It exerts its influence upon both the brain and spinal cord, producing 
sleep and reducing the motor excitement ; it may be regarded as a pure 
hjrpnotic without anod3me properties, though some late reports would in- 
dicate that it has to some degree the power for partial abolition of pain.

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It is, then, the ideal sedative, giving prompt and satisfactory action, re- 
liable results and absolute freedom from evil side or after effect. 

Its dose is from fifteen to sixty grains. The proper method of ex- 
hibition is to give fifteen to thirty grains (according to the Condition of 
the subject), repeating the dose in an hour if the first has not produced 
sleep ; usually from ten to thirty grains give five to eight hours' refresh- 
ing slumber. The best method of giving it is to dissolve the required 
amount in about a teaspoonful of whisky or brandy, or in a small glass 
of wine if the patient prefers. It may also be given in anything con- 
taining alcohol in considerable quantities, as tincture cardamom com- 
pound, tincture of hyoscyamus, etc. If for any reason it cannot be given 
in this manner it may be taken in powder form, and washed down with 
cold water or cold tea. The direction of W. Hale White, of London, is a 
good one, viz., tell the patient to dissolve the powder in brandy, add 
water to his liking, and drink it shortly before going to bed ; this com- 
bination with spirits is particularly good in our surgical cases where 
whisky is usually indicated, at least in most major operations. If in any 
case it be better to have the medicine in liquid form, this combination 
may be prescribed :

Misce. Sig.: Dose, one tablespoonful, to be repeated in one hour if 
sleep is not produced. This makes a decidedly pleasant mixture of 
slightly acid taste and fruity aroma and flavor. 
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VOMITING OF PREGNANCY— ITS ETIOLOGY AND 
TREATMENT.-*

Pregnancy, as a rule, is complicated with a variety of disorders, which, 
though in manv instances causing much discomfort, are termed physio- 
logical as long as they are not associated with serious disturbances of the 
organism. Derangements of the gastro-intestinal canal, nausea and vom- 
iting are such a regular occurrence during the early period of pregnancy 
that experienced women consider them as positive signs of conception. 

The so-called "morning sickness" — nausea and vomiting early in the 
morning, or even after meals during the first few months of gestation — 
has, in the large majority of cases, no effect either upon the course of 
pregnancy or upon the health of women. In some, fortunately very 
rare instances, however, nausea and vomiting become incessant and un-

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controllable, the stomach rejects everything, the patient grows weaker, 
till the most extreme degree of exhaustion is reached, and death from 
starvation threatens. 

The onset of this grave form of the affection is gradual, and does not 
differ in character from the usual morning sickness. But soon the nau- 
sea becomes more intense, the vomiting more frequent. The ejected 
matter consists of food, mucus and bile. The appetite is more or less 
impaired or perverted ; the thirst is excessive ; constipation is more fre- 
quept than diarrhoea ; the urine is scanty, concentrated, and contains 
albumen and casts. The pulse grows small and rapid, the temperature 
rises and continued fever developes. 

With the progress of the disease the condition of the patient be- 
comes more and more alarming. The nausea is almost constant, adding 
greatly to the discomfort of the woman. The efforts at vomiting are ac- 
companied by violent retching and pain, not the smallest amount of 
food or drink is retained by the rebellious stomach; the smell, even the 
thought of nourishment, or the slightest movement of the patient induces 
an attack. The vomited matter is finally mixed with blood. The thirst is 
tormenting, the throat and mouth are dry, the tongue brownish, the 
breath foetid, the abdomen tympanitic. The consequences of this con- 
tinued suffering soon become very pronounced by the marked alteration 
of the features, the extreme emaciation and the profound depression of 
the patient. Shortly before life ends vomiting ceases and coma super- 
venes. 

Cases of persistent vomiting, which terminate fatally, are certainly 
very rare. Even after the application of various methods of treatment 
has failed to influence the course of the disease, and while the induction 
of abortion was earnestly considered, the patients have recovered sponta- 
neously, and have gone to full term. 

There is considerable diversity of opinion as to the causes which 
may incite hyperemesis, and, in spite of numerous theowes and hypothe- 
ses, the aetiology of this disorder is by no means clear. It is almost uni- 
versally accepted to be a reflex neurosis originating in the uterus, and 
dependent either upon pregnancy alone or upon coexistent pathological 
conditions Pregnancy itself, the growing ovum, which acts as an irritant 
by the simple mechanical distension of the uterine cavity and its perito- 
neal covering, is in the first place to be mentioned as the most potent 
aetiological factor. 

Cases of multiple pregnancy and hydramnion, which present a dis- 
proportion between the passive distension and the active growth of the 
uterus, and which frequently are complicated with hyperemesis, confirm 
this view. Moreover, the induction of artificial abortion, our last resource 
in desperate cases, which almost immediately relieves the patient when 
done in time, is founded upon this theory of passive uterine distension, 
and strongly supports it. 
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Spontaneous death of the foetus, followed by immediate or remote 
abortion, is another remarkable fact in favor of this view. 

The influence of primary gravidity is demonstrated by the fact that 
hyperemesis in its grave forms is essentially an affection of primiparous 
women, and it is to be referred to the greater resistance of the virginal 
uterus. 

Numerous other causes are given as setiological factors by different 
observers, among them : Pathological conditions of the cervix, chronic 
metritis and endometritis, displacements of the uterus, inflammations of 
the pelvic peritoneum and connective tissue, ovarian neuroses, neurotic 
predisposition, hysteria, and, lastly, diseases of the gastro-intestinal canal, 
especially gastric ulcer, chronic gastritis and constipation. 

Morbid changes of the uterus are frequently the cause of reflex neu- 
roses in non-pregnant women. The dependence of gastric disturbances 
upon the irritability of the uterine nerve-fibers, due to flexion and version 
of the uterus, to an eroded and congested cervix, to metritis and endo- 
metritis, has, in many instances, evidently been proven. Relief has been 
obtained by the removal of the exciting cause, by the treatment of the 
uterine diseases after gastric medication had been tried again and again 
and had failed entirely. 

Bearing in mind the physiological changes of the uterus during the 
pregnant state, its increased functional activity, the influence exerted by 
gestation upon the nervous system, and the relation between the neuro- 
ses and the disorders of the reproductive organs, so often conclusively 
proven in non-gravid women, we are compelled to acknowledge the vari- 
ous pathological conditions of the uterus as prominent aetiological fac- 
tors deserving our earnest attention. Cases are on record where the 
application of caustics to the eroded cervix, scarification of the congested 
vaginal portion, dilatation of the cervical canal, correction of a flexion, 
have proven successful in stopping the vomiting, and thus demonstrated 
the connection between the uterine lesion and the reflex nerve action. 
In other instances, however, the result of the gynaecological treat- 
ment has not been so satisfactory ; either transitory or no relief has been 
obtained, and, as a consequence, the influence of the uterine disorders 
upon the gastric phenomena, their importance as the causative diseases 
has been questioned. 

Undoubtedly it will be often found difficult to decide whether the 
symptoms result from physiological or pathological causes ; whether they 
are due to distension of the uterus or to morbid changes in the sexual 
organs. All methods of treatment, artificial abortion excepted, may fail 
to relieve the patient, and she finally may get well by absolute rest and 
complete abstinence to the surprise of her medical attendant. 

Such cases are certainly rare, while, on the other hand, there is 
abundant clinical evidence of the effects of local treatment. Numerous 
women have been benefitted by the treatment of the uterine lesion ; the 
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reflex symptoms have been mitigated or cured by the improvement of 
the causative disease, and the connection between both has thereby been 
confirmed. 

Attention has been drawn to the importance of endometritis as an 
aetiological factor by F. Veit ( i ), who reported three cases of uncontrol- 
lable vomiting, where he was compelled to interrupt pregnancy^ and 
where he found inflammatory processes in the decidua. serotina and vera. 
Veit believes that by his researches the dependence of hyperemesis upon 
endometritis is positively proven. As a rule, the endometritis exists 
prior to gestation, the symptoms are but insignificant, becoming palpable 
however, with the beginning of pregnancy, which frequently is interrupted 
by this complication. In many instances the endometritic decidua will 
be found to be the cause of the uncontrollable vomiting; the cDuaection 
through sympathetic paths must be the same as between gascdc disor- 
ders and endometritis in non-gravid women. The evidence of an anatom- 
ical base^ he continues, renders a most careful examination of the uterus 
imperative, and, if the diagnosis of endometritis, which is very difficult 
before the removal of the ovum, can be made out, it may be of determin- 
ing influence as regards the advisability of inducing abortion. 

Quite recently E. H. Grandin (2), discussing this subject in the 
New York Obstetrical Society, suggested ovarian neurosis, pressure on 
unusually hyperaesthetic ovaries as a cause of hyperemesis. This view, 
he says, would be suggested by Dr. Coe's case, which showed that the 
physiological vomiting of pregnancy could be palliated by teaching the 
patient to assume the genu-pectoral position before rising, and as often 
during the day as necessary. He would explain the vomiting of preg- 
nancy, then, by the fact that during the early months the uterus lay 
in the pelvis and pressed on the ovaries ; at the third month, when 
vomiting usually ceased, the uterus rose above the pelvic brim, 
cases of pernicious vomiting it was possible the ovaries were either 
larged through disease or had become impacted between the pelvic b 
and the lower uterine segment. 

Grandin *s theory, though it may be applicable to a given case, 
probably not be favorably accepted. To-day the view is predomii 
that reflex neuroses originate in the uterus, and not in the ovary. ' 
removal of normal ovaries for the relief of reflex symptoms is at pre 
restricted to exceptional cases, and it is believed that if a satisfactorj 
suit is obtained by the operation, this is due to the changes in the co 
tion of the uterus, to the artificial induction of the menopause resul 
from oophorectomy. Clinical evidence supports this view. 

Grandin 's explanation, however, may prove valuable in so far a 
induce us to carefully examine the ovaries in cases of h5'peremesis.

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onstrated whether pressure exerted upon them by the enlarged uterus 
stands in causal relation to gastric disturbances. 

Nervous disposition and hysteria, so frequently met with among 
women of the better classes, add greatly to the discomfort of pregnancy, 
and, though there are certainly many exceptions, must be considered as 
prominent predisposing factors of the graver forms of vomiting. 

The importance of diseases of the gastro-intestinal canal, especially 
of gastric ulcers, is emphasized by various authors. According to Hor- 
witz (3) "hyperemesis developes in some cases complicated with more 
or less pathological changes of the stomach and of the intestines. The 
greajter the disturbance in the alimentary canal, the easier the ordinary 
vomiting takes on the character of the uncontrollable form." 

The diagnosis of vomiting of pregnancy is by no means as easy as 
one might think at first sight. While the dependence of this disorder 
upon the pregnant state may often be determined without much difficulty, 
cases — especially of the graver forms — may present themselves where 
this will be found impossible, and where the diagnosis, therefore, must 
remain doubtful. Faggard (4) directs our attention to the fact '* that so 
few cases of pernicious vomiting are recorded in German medical liter- 
ature that the existence of this affection is even questioned." Carl Braun, 
In an experience of over one hundred and fifty thousand obstet- 
rical cases, has never observed a single fatal termination. On the other 
hand, Robert Barnes has himself seen nine fatal cases. McClintock col- 
lected close on fifty cases, and O. W. Doe forty-eight cases with eighteen 
deaths occuring within the last fifteen years, and registered in American 
and English journals. Gueniot records 118 cases with forty-six deaths. 
It is not at all improbable, Faggard continues, that the difierence of 
opinion as to the frequency of this disorder between the Germans on the 
one hand, and the American, French and English observers on the other, • 
depends, in a large measure, upon the difference in diagnostic criteria in- 
sisted upon by the respective schools. In the majority of the fatal cases 
of alleged hyperemesis due to the pregnancy reported by American, 
French and English observers, there is a notable absence of reliable 
records of post-mortem examinations. 

According to Gueniot ( 5 ) three distinct factors are to be taken into 
n making the diagnosis of vomiting of pregnancy: ist, 
of pregnancy;' 2d, The diagnosis of the adjuvant or de- 
e of the vomiting; 3d, The differential diagnosis between 
ting due to pregnancy and that due to other causes inde- 
tation. 

interesting and instructive to learn that errors in diagnosis 
e even by eminent clinicians. Thus Faggard (6) tells us

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that Trousseau once diagnosticated uncontrollable vomiting, and induced 
abortion in a case in which the autopsy revealed cancer of the stomach. 
Beau erred in diagnosis in a case in which the post-mortem examination 
showed tubercular meningitis as the probable cause of the vomiting, and 
Cazeaux narrates the history of a fatal case of alleged hyperemesis of preg- 
nancy where the autopsy disclosed tubercular peritonitis and the absence 
of pregnancy. 

But a mistake in diagnosis is possible even in another direction, that 
is, pregnancy may be denied by the patient or not be expected by the 
physician, and thus be overlooked, as shown in a case recently reported 
by A. H. Buckmaster (7). The patient, a governess in a respectable 
family, was supposed to be suffering from vomiting due to ulcer of the 
stomach, and was under treatment two months when she died. In mak- 
ing the autopsy a five-months* foetus was found, but no ulcer whatever, 
nothing to account for death except the uncontrollable vomiting of 
pregnancy. 

These cases need no comment. I have cited them to demonstrate 
both the difficulty and the importance of an accurate diagnosis. 

It is generally stated that the prognosis of hyperemesis is bad, but 
this, apparently, is by no means correct. As Faggard justly remarks : 
** it is doubtful whether an authentic fatal case of this kind is recorded. 
Such cases have never been seen by observers of the largest experience.'* 

Even the graver forms of this disease jrield, as a rule, to rational 
treatment, unless they are complicated by serious pathological conditions 
which of themselves render recovery impossible. Pregnancy may aggra- 
vate such cases, and perhaps hasten death, but it must be admitted that 
there exists no causative relation between gestation and the lethal issue. 

A great variety of remedies — still increasing in number every year — 
have been recommended by different writers. These remedies have 
proven satisfactory in some cases, but failed entirely in others. This un- 
certainty of the various methods of treatment, the often but little annoy- 
ance caused by the milder forms of vomiting, and the experience that in 
many instances spontaneous cures occur, have led to the view that inter, 
ference is not required unless the case presents a more serious aspect. 
Such advice given in text-books is, at first sight, surprising. Even in 
mild cases of gastric trouble a careful examination is indicated, and should 
be insisted upon by the medical attendant to determine the cause of the 
disorder, its dependence upon physiological or pathological conditions. 
Are the generative organs found to be normal? Are there no indications 
of the diseases of other vital organs, especially of the stomach? Is the 
effect of the vomiting upon the general health but insignificant? It may 
then be decided whether it be a wise plan to irritate the stomach by vari- 
ous drugs, which, as known from experience, are of so limited value in 
this reflex affection, or to desist from treatment. It is in this sense, I take

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it, that such advice has been given, and it is under these circumstances 
that it deserves recommendation. Nevertheless, such statements in text- 
books are misleading, fortunately, but to the superficial reader. 

While mild cases of vomiting do well without treatment, diet and 
regulation of the bowels are usually suflBcient to render the gastric dis- 
turbances tolerable, but the persistent vomiting demand our earnest 
attention. 

Hyperemesis, a reflex neurosis, is due either to physiological changes 
in the uterus, distension by the growing ovum, or to pathological condi- 
tions complicating pregnancy. If we exclude coexistent diseases of the 
stomach, which will be considered later on, it must seem plausible that 
the treatment should be directed against the causes and not against the 
symptoms of the gastric disorder; that is, against the uterus, and not 
against the stomach. The stomach is not the diseased organ. Nausea 
and vomiting of pregnancy are only the symptoms of some functional 
disturbance of the nervous system, originating in the uterus, like the 
nausea and vomiting of sea-sickness, an analagous disease, dependent 
upon the motion of the ship. For this reason gastric medication must 
fail to favorably influence hyperemesis ; for this reason none of the in- 
numerable remedies recommended are found to be reliable — some of them 
are worse than useless. 

There are three classes of cases, however, which sometimes may be 
relieved by the administration of drugs, viz.: ist, Women who, prior to 
gestation, have been afflicted with diseases of the stomach, as chronic 
gastritis and gastric. ulcer; 2d, Women of an unusual nervous irritability; 
and 3d, Hysterical women. 

In cases of the first category sub-nitrate of bismuth, bicarbonate of 
sodium, Carlsbad water, oxalate of cerium, the tincture of nux vomica, 
etc., may be tried and may sometimes be found of decided value, while 
the nervines and sedatives may give relief to nervous and hysterical 
women. Opium and its preparations, the bromides and chloral, either 
administered by the mouth, by the rectum, or hyperdermically, as the 
circumstances require, are the medicinal agents which have the best reputa- 
tion, and which, in these cases, sometimes successfully depress the reflex 
irritability, and thus alleviate the symptoms. Blisters, the application of 
chloroform, ether, and of the faradic current to the epigastrium, of the 
ice-bag to the dorso-lumbar region have been tried and have afforded re- 
lief in some instances. 

The resort to local treatment is indicated in all those cases in which 
a morbid condition of the uterus has been made out. Retroflexion and 
retroversion are to be corrected, and, if necessary, the uterus to be re- 
tained in position by a suitable pessary. A congested vaginal portion 
may be relieved by scarifications, while the application of carbolic acid, 
or of a 10% solution of nitrate of silver to the eroded cervix will often 
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prove successful in mitigating the distressing symptoms. Faggaid (8 ) 
states that in Vienna a 10% solution of nitrate of silver is employed in all 
cases of severe vomiting, irrespective of the condition of the vaginal por- 
tion. " The weight of testimony in favor of this simple procedure, col- 
lected from innumerable sources, is so great as to make its employment 
absolutely obligatory before resorting to more radical methods." 

Dilatation of the cervix — Copeman's method — has proven successful 
according to some writers, while others report negative results. In the 
only case of severe vomiting which I have observed it had a most re- 
markable effect. The nausea disappeared instantly, but only for a few 
hours. The method was again applied, but no result was obtained the 
second time. 

. Horwitz (9) recommends that in the severer cases of vomiting the 
patient should be placed at rest in bed in the horizontal position, that the 
room be darkened, and that, if the stomach rejects everything, rectal ali- 
mentation should be resorted to. Crushed ice to quench the thirst is al- 
lowable. I can fully endorse this plan. 

When these various methods have failed, when the vomiting is 
actually uncontrollable and seriously endangers the patient's life, the in- 
duction of abortion or premature labor is indicated, and will, if clone in 
time, to a certainty save the woman. 



SOME POINTS ON THE USE OF SULPHONAL *

The familiarity of this subject would seem to warrant an apology in 
presenting it to this society, but when we take into consideration the 
great field in medicine which this drug occupies at present, and that its 
scope is becoming gradually widened, also that it is by the constJint rep- 
etition and review of any special profession, technicality or fact that we 
h^com^ practically versed in its application, there would seem to the wri- 
ter to be no excuse called for in offering this contribution. 

Sulphonal is largely used to-day in both our eastern and western 
cities, but observation has taught me that in some of our rural districts 
its practical use is but little known. Contact with nearest neighbors, 
otherwise than rural, has not indicated undue familiarity with the subject 
in question. There would seem to be cause to infer that where it is oc-

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casionally used in rural districts that the good results obtained were fre- 
quently not due to the therapeutical knowledge possessed of the drug, 
but rather to its potency, and its inability to do harm in simple cases. 

Much literature on this subject is to be found in our various period- 
icals, about which there would seem quite a sameness, viz.: that it is 
harmless, and can be given at all times and under all circumstances. 
This is no doubt more true of sulphonal than any other drug at our com- 
mand, but the adoption of such a procedure in the use of any therapeuti- 
cal agent will at some time, if indulged in, be demonstrated to be a dan- 
gerous one. The writer first agitated this feature in his article ** Clinical 
Notes on Sulphonal," published in the New York Medical Journal, March 
2, 1889, to which he would beg to refer from time to time, as he deals 
with the subject now in question. 

As a hypnotic under all circumstances, when judiciously prescribed, 
it certainly stands at the head of the list in producing a refreshing, quiet, 
physiological sleep, without a systemic reaction, which invariably follows 
all other hypnotics in degree. This, being established, leaves us to devel- 
ope and deal with the modifications, which maybe observed, and to which 
quite a little attention has been given. To do this it is necessary to take 
into consideration the dosage system, as it may be termed ; or, the results 
derived from different sized doses. This will be attempted in an unsys- 
tematized form as will be illustrated clinically, showing that large doses 
may be frequently given with good results, but that we may also get tox- 
ic effects" under various conditions and circumstances, which we can't 
always explain at the time. 

In my previous article on this subject there were several cases 
reported in which undesirable symptoms appeared, prominent among 
which was muscular incoordination ; a symptom to be studied with inter- 
est. There appeared about this time also an article by Dr. Borneman in 
the Deutsche Medizfial Zeitung in which he clinically demonstrated this 
incoordination as arising from the use of sulphonal. While I may not 
be able to offer convincing argument to all that such is the case, I beg to 
offer the following as evincing the fact that this incoordination is due to 
the action of sulphonal upon the coordinating centers ; that is, that there 
is an increased tension of inhibition, as demonstrated in one case of sul- 
phonal poisoning occurring in my practice, in which incoordination was 
profound and the knee reflex reduced to a minimum. 

This case was a robust married lady of thirty summers, and at this 
time was suffering from an acute attack of dysenteric diarrhoea. A 
part of the treatment prescribed was ten-grain doses of salol every two 
hours, and recumbent position. She took the first dose at 6 a. m. At 
noon a messenger called, sa)ring Mrs. C. was in a deep sleep, and asked 
if the medicine would cause it. I replied in the negative, and expressed 
my pleasure to hear of her resting so well ; at the same time requesting 
that she be not molested, only to give her the powders. At 8 p. M. her 
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brother alarmed me by saying Mrs. C. could no longer be awakened, and 
unless something could be done her condition was becoming critical. I 
knew something was in error, for no narcotics had been prescribed. The 
countenance presented a peculiar blanched, cyanotic aspect, which 
immediately recalled one other case of sulphonal poisoning, for which I 
was accountable I supposed, and which has been reported. Examination 
of the medicine revealed the fact that the druggist had put up sulphonal 
instead of salol, of which seven ten-grain doses had been taken, making 
in all seventy grains. The pulse was 55, full and bounding, but not 
strong; respiration 14, temperature 98° F. 

Just what significance the temperature may have here it is difiBcult 
to say, as it registered 102° F. in the morning, and any conclusion would 
simply be a supposition. Any such profound state, unless arising from 
acute causes, might present a perceptible lowering of temperature 
without causing surprise. Some two hours elapsed before any voluntary 
movements, or attempts of recognition on the part of the patient were 
made, notwithstanding she was being stimulated and fairly dragged 
about the room. EflForts at resuscitation were kept up some four hours 
before intelligent attempts to answer questions were made, and soon as 
left to herself she went into a deep sleep again. The next day the pa- 
tient experienced a pleasant stupidity, declined food, and possessed no 
control over coordination ; and, after one or two efforts, could not be in- 
duced to try to walk. Examination of knee reflex was negative excepting 
when the patient was caused to divert her mind to something else, and 
then a very slight reflex was found to be present. Some ten days were 
required for her to regain her coordinating powers, at the end of which 
time the knee reflex was found to be normal. 

The other case of poisoning mentioned {N. V, Med, Journal, March 
2, 1889) presented almost identical symptoms, having a weak, compressi- 
ble pulse of 60, respiration 16 and labored, temperature 98*^ F.; but the 
cyanotic condition was more marked. Unfortunately the reflexes were 
not examined, but from the similarity of the two cases and the cause of 
each, they were probably absent. 

To illustrate why the inhibitory power was increased by the action 
of sulphonal would be tiresome and too prolonged, but suffice to say that 
we well know that in all diseases of the motor tracts there is a degenera- 
ative change taking place downward, in its course disabling the fibers and 
preventing them from converging th^ inhibitory power required to con- 
trol the muscles below, and the result is, your reflex is exaggerated. If 
you cut the lines between the driver and his horse the power of control 
is lost. Now let some one hit the horse, and he goes uncontrolled. Any- 
thing that will increase the power of the inhibitory centers ( over-stimu- 
lation, etc.) will cause it to exert more power over the deep reflexes, ren- 
dering them less active. Morbid changes interfering with sensory con- 
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duction, such as are found in the columns of Gall and Burdach, will di- 
minish or render the reflex extinct. 

To return to our case again : She was fifty-nine years of age and 
suffered from arterio-sclerosis with compensatory cardiac hypertrophy. 
A study of this case and one reported by Dr. Schmey in the Therapeu- 
tische MonatschiftCy^vXy, 1888, where arterio-sclerosis was present, led me 
to always look for that condition before prescribing sulphonal, especially 
if there is a morbid mental state present, requiring large doses to pro- 
duce sleep. So certain am I of it being a contraindication to the use of 
sulphonal that I never prescribe it when such a condition of the arteries 
is known to be present. 

In the sixteen cases reported in my previous paper, four of them 
suffered from thirst, dry and parched condition of the mucous membrane 
of the mouth, scanty salivary secretion and anorexia, and in two cases 
pronounced emesis occurred. These were insane cases, and while these 
local symptoms had iiot been present before, those familiar with the in- 
sane well know it is not uncommon to find a peculiar, parched condition 
of the mucous membrane of the mouth, indicating defective glandular 
action. Especially is this so in the atonic forms of insanity, but in this 
instance I believe the hypnotic accountable, as it was given in excessive 
doses, and that these symptoms were toxic symptoms are unquestionable. 
In addition to these symptoms, muscular incoordination was the most 
prominent. 

Now we reach the question of dosage. My previous experiments 
with sulphonal were made in 1888, and at that time the tendency was 
to give large doses ; but practical use of the drug in the meantime has 
taught us something regarding its physiological action. In all the cases 
reported where symptomatic conditions followed its administration, the 
dose given ranged from thirty to sixty grains. Another series of cases was 
taken where the dose varied from twelve to twenty-five grains ( the aver- 
age dose being about eighteen grains), and not in a single instance did 
undesirable results follow. The fallacy of large doses and the approval 
of the intermediate dose, not from a theoretical, but from a clinical dem- 
onstration, should be of value. While the large doses do produce pra- 
found sleep and give an admirable opportunity to study the physiological 
action of the drug, they produce a radical change to which the system is 
not accustomed and are therefore undesirable in neurotic affections; to 
hope for improvement in any neurotic patient necessitates as near as pos- 
sible the establishment of a physiological equilibrium of that nervous 
system, and, to do this, an avoidance of all extremes must be adhered to. 

Of course extreme cases require extreme combatants, hence in the 
insane larger doses are frequently resorted to ; but in our everyday prac- 
tice, where we have insomnia occurring as a result of business cares and 
over-taxation among men, and that arising among delicate females, a 
twenty-grain dose for the first night, followed by a reduction of two or 
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three g^ns each succeeding night, till the patient is taking one-half, or 
less, of the original dose, with a removal of the exciting cause in the 
meantime, will in the majority of cases bring about good sleep again. 
The variance of cases, it is true, prevents giving any established proced- 
ure to follow out, but the feature of the same is here given to be adopted 
according to the demands of the case. It is mere nonsense to give one 
or two large doses of a hypnotic and produce a profound sleep for one or 
two nights, and then as suddenly stop the treatment as it was com- 
menced, with the hope of overcoming an insomnia that has existed any 
length of time. 

Josh Billings says : ** Good things come slowly ; ** and so it is here. 
Persistent insomnia does not usually develope in a single night, and nei- 
ther should we expect to get rid of it in so short a time. Insanity is 
commonly preceded by an early morning waking which is gradually pro- 
gressive, and may exist for years before the real mental derangement ap- 
pears. Now it would seem to me that sulphonal is almost a supernatu- 
ral gift in overcoming this very condition. Too much must not be ex- 
pected of it in producing sleep before midnight, unless taken early, as no 
reliable eflFect takes place before an hour and a half after its administra- 
tion, and then the sleep is light. After midnight the sleep deepens, and 
from three to six and seven o'clock the most refreshing sleep is enjoyed. 
From this it will be seen that sulphonal is a special weapon with which 
to fight that form of insomnia which so commonly is the forerunner 
of mental disease. 

There is no danger of the patient becoming a sulphonal habitu6 by 
prolonging the use of it, but I am convinced that over-dosing retards the 
end for which we hope ; and that a study of the exact dose required to 
produce a calm quiet sleep is important. As I wrote of sulphonal in 
January, 1889, I said: " It is seemingly accumulative ; producing more 
profound effect after the third dose, six to twenty-four hours apart, and 
in a small number of cases disorders the digestive secretions." 

As before stated in the present article these after-effects have been 
proven to be the results of too large a dosage. Later experience has 
confirmed my first assertion, as is also borne out by W. S. Watson, ot 
New York, when he says : ** In doses of from ten to twenty grains it 
does not derange the appetite or digestion, and does not seem to have 
any effect on the renal secretions."* ^so, on the same page, he says : 
*' From our^resent therapeutic knowledge of sulphonal, we think it not 
advisable to give it in increased doses from day to day ; rather, if neces- 
rary, to give it nightly, give diminished doses." 

In the summary of my previous paper I was able to report marked 
success in the use of sulphonal in the various mental diseases, such as 
-mania, maniacal stages of general paresis, and delusional insanities, but 
my report on melancholia at that time was unsatisfactory ; why it should

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have been so I knew not, and I only discovered the secrets by accident. 
Since the fall of 1886 I had devoted much time and study to the subject 
of melancholia in developing early diagnostic symptoms* of that affec - 
tion, as set forth in the New York Medical Journaly May 2, 1891. About 
this time my friend Dr. Landon Carter Gray was working on materially 
the same set of symptoms, of which I knew nothing until his article ap- 
peared.f In these experiments we demonstrated the existence of an 
ache ox pain, situate in the post-cervical and lower basilar region, which 
I termed muhalalgia and Dr. Gray csXi.^^ post-cervical ache, and it was by 
the accidental alleviation of this symptom that gave me success in the 
use of sulphonal in melancholia. I am proud to say that the develop- 
ment of this symptom certainly promises to be of utility, for I have just 
received a letter from Dr. Gray in which he says: *' I have an article 
forth-coming shortly in the Medical Record in which I deal still further 
with the subject from a further experience. I find the post-cervical ache 
consists of a variety of sensations, and is found anywhere between the 
back vertex and the upper cervical spine." 

The successful treatment of melancholia would seem to render the 
recognition of this ** nuchalalgia" or *'post-cer\^icalache" of importance, 
and here is where it concerns us in the use of sulphonal. It is generally 
well known that sulphonal is not a pain-reliever, and when our attention 
is called to the fact it is easy to see how absurd it is for us to prescribe 
such a hypnotic when persistent pain is present, and expect the patient 
to enjoy repose. For a long time the most successful treatment of mel- 
ancholia was the opium treatment! though it has been miscellaneously 
followed out. Many theories have been ofiered in explanation of the 
results obtained from its use, but when we consider that opium is a pain- 
reliever, and that a peculiar pain is present in melancholia, that melan- 
cholia is an atrophic or starving condition of the brain, and that opium 
is, in small doses, a mild cerebral stimulant bringing food and nutrition 
to it, it would seem that its inodus operandi was apparent. It was by the 
conjoined action of opium that sulphonal in these cases became useful. 
I found that when I gave no opium that my cases of melancholia would 
take thirty, sixty and ninety grains of sulphonal in a single night and get 
little or no sleep ; and it was after such a large dosage that I found toxic 
symptoms supervening. 

On the other hand I found that when from one-eighth to one-fourth 
grains of the pure aqueous extract of opium had been given that a re- 
freshing sleep of from six to eight and ten hours was obtained from a 
single dose of thirty grains of sulphonal. To substantiate the combined 
action of the two drugs, the opium relieving the pain and the sulphonal

producing sleep, the opium was omitted and thirty grains of sulphonal 
g^ven alone ; the patient slept none all night. The opium was then 
given and the sulphonal omitted, but no sleep followed. On the third 
night both drugs were again prescribed, and refreshing sleep was ob- 
tained. This procedure was repeated time and again with materially the 
same results in the same class of cases, and its efficacy is quite convinc- 
ing if closely observed. We should bear in mind that in all forms of men- 
tal disease, especially melancholia, that it is essential to free our patient 
from pain in order to overcome the insomnia of toxic doses. This also 
holds good in acute, painful affections, as is borne out by some recent 
observations in the treatment of spinal meningitis, in which the insom- 
nia was an aggravating symptom. As long as the pain was acute the 
usual delirium was intensified till there were marked illusions, hallu- 
cinations and delusions. In a typical case* nothing short of morphine 
in combination with hyoscyamine hypodermically would give any con. 
trol of the delirium and quiet the patient. One-half grain of morphine 
would relieve the pain and one-fiftieth grain of hyoscyamine would quiet 
the delirium, but no sleep followed. When one-fourth grain morphine 
and one-fiftieth grain hyoscyamine were given alone delirium subsided 
but the patient remained restless, with no sleep, and complained of a 
dull, tired feeling, or " ache," as he sometimes called it. At this juncture 
twenty grains of sulphonal were given, followed by ten grains more in two 
hours. Some five hours of refreshing sleep were obtained from this pro- 
cedure. The feature to be remembered here is that when sulphonal was 
given without attention to the relief of the other symptoms, its effects 
were not manifested. Again, when sulphonal was omitted and the other 
drugs given, quiet and relief from pain were obtained, but no sleep ; and 
to do even this, larger doses of morphine were required than when the 
combination of drugs was adhered to. When they were given conjointly 
there was an amelioration of all the unpleasant symptoms, and a sweet 
sleep supervened. Many would have us believe that the field of sulpho- 
nal was limited to neurology ; but daily observation is teaching us that 
it is probably the best hypnotic to be given in the insomnia of many acute 
diseases, especially those types where we must be on our g^ard to pre- 
serve the stomach and heart power. The majority of sleep-producing 
drugs are heart depressants, or irritants to the stomach in a degree, and 
some possess both objectionable features. Sulphonal does not depress 
the heart short of toxic doses, neither will it offend the most delicate 
stomach, or derange the secretions, as does opium. If pain be present, 
opium must in some instanced be given ; but there is a difference in the 
degree of reaction from op}um proportionately to the amount given. 
When just enough opium is given to quiet the pain, stopping short of 
the amount required to produce sleep, and following this effect with a

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hypnotic dose of sulphonal, the condition of the patient on waking will 
reward us for the close observation given. 

One of the most useful fields of sulphonal is in the treatment of the 
insomnia of the opium habit. Those familiar with the treatment of such 
cases are well-acquainted with this persistent symptom, and comprehend 
the difficulty in overcoming it. Unless it is mastered, the breaking up 
of the opium addiction must necessarily be prolonged, if not a failure. 
Before sulphonal came into use the writer truly dreaded the advent of 
insomnia in these cases, and early adopted its use here with flattering 
results. Its usefulness in treatment of opium cases, however, is not 
questioned, and is affirmed by the contributions of Drs. Wm. H. Flint, 
Joseph Franz, Geo. W. Rachel, Salgo, Cramer, Henry M. Wetherill, and 
W. S. Watson.

SYMPATHETIC OPHTHALMIA. 



TRANSLATED BY DR. B. E. FRYER, KANSAS CITY, MO. 

[Translated from tbe French of Dr. F. Boe in the June (1S91) number of the Heeenil <P 

OpfUhalmologie.] 



In the course of some reseaches which I have pursued in suppura- 
tion of the eyeball, I have been brought to consider, incidentally, it is 
true, the yet difficult subject — sympathetic ophthalmia. As it is known, 
I said at the congress at Berlin, that after some attempts to provoke pan- 
ophthalmitis, I preceived very quickly that it was much less easy to bring 
about an infection of the vitreous body than the anterior chamber. I in- 
jected, therefore, into the latter, in a certain number of rabbits, diflferent 
fluids calculated to produce suppuration. I will not recur to the suppur- 
ative results of these experiments, which I have described elsewhere, but 
recalling that I found at that time, exactly the conditions as they were 
described by other experimenters in their eflforts to produce sympathetic 
ophthalmia, I directed my attention as often to the healthy eye as upon 
the affected one. I have twice had the opportunity to follow this exam- 
ination more than six weeks; I have never observed an)rthing abnormal 
in the second eye ; it has not shown the hyperaemia of the disc seen by 
others as occurring on the third day, and which was not transient and 
explicable. Twice, in short, having provoked a panophthalmitis in an 
eye of a rabbit with a drop of decomposed J>lood, and enucleated the eye 
on the second day, I killed the animal on the eighth day, opened the 
cranium and dissected with care the two nerves in connection with the 
second eye and placed them in alcohol. I afterwards made sections of 
these nerves on the same side as the panophthalmitis and I discovered 
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nothing in the sheath of this nerve. I still have the preparation which 
shows this. With regard to the end of the nerve attached to the enucle- 
ated eye, I cannot say whether or not it shows any traces of inflammation^ 
it had escaped examination; it ought not certainly to be more than a few 
millemeters long, I having naturally to make the section of the nerve as 
near the sclerotic as possible. I regret that this anatomical examination 
was not made in both cases. It would be well to publish a number of 
such experimental results and to vary the nature of the infectious princi- 
ples employed. From what I have seen the optic nerve could have been 
inflamed but a very short distance. However it is found on introducing 
septic matter into an eye, to avert inflammatory alterations in the optic 
nerve which follows, it is necessary in all cases to avoid suppuration, 
therefore, the pathological process should be evolved slowly. However, 
with the idea that it may be possible to produce sympathetic ophthalmia as 
it follows in the large majority of cases, if not in all, as a result of trau- 
matism, the first view which presents itself to the mind, especially since 
the light given by these days of infectious diseases, is that it is the result 
of infection. It is represented as being transmitted from one eye to the 
other by the optic nerve and chiasm. The theory of transmission by 
this channel, the honor of which is given to Mackenzie who adopted it 
and soon abandoned it, to return to favor again in these days, leading the 
ciliary and vascular theories. We would remark that as it is that which 
has not withstood the anatomical test at least, we can accept or reject it 
definitely. 

It seems to me that we have been in great haste in our country to 
accept migratory sympathetic ophthalmia as demonstrated. Before adopt- 
ing new therapeutic ideas under this new theor>'. it is better to be sure as 
to whether the scientific basis on which they rest is solid — without this 
we run the danger of proposing useless operative measures dangerous 
for the sufferer. I would wish to say a few words in regard to this theory 
at the outset. 

My learned friend. Professor Deutschman, who has contributed so 
much to the progress of ophthalmology, accepting the division now old, 
of sympathetic ophthalmia from sympathetic irritation, admits that the first 
is of a microbic nature; that the microbe will pass from one eye to the 
other in folloTvang the ^eath of the optic nerve and chiasm. He is sus- 
tained in his demonstration by two orders of facts, the one drawn from 
experimental pathology, the other from bacteriological examination of 
enucleated eyes, or a portion of the excised iris from the second eye. 

Let us examine now the first. Deutschman, after having injected 
into an eye putrified liquids without producing any trouble in the other 
eye, injected in the vitreous of rabbits pure cultures of staphylococcus. A 
first fact strikes us all: the infected animals were dead in a varying time; 
the author declares they could not have Xy^xoaX iritis or cyclitis because 
death followed before it was possible to observe these phenomena. Now 
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the clinical experience is that sympathetic ophthalmia is essentially a 
local aflFection ; cases are very rare in science where one can attribute 
these troubles to the general health. 

If in the infected dead animal there are found microbes in the sheath, 
of the optic nerves there is no ground for surprise ; the microbes are in 
the blood which transports them everywhere, they have penetrated there 
in the circulatory current through the vena vorticosa. I have produced 
panophthalmitis from the blood of an animal dead from infection after 
twenty-four hours and thirty-six hours — death following this panophthal- 
mitis. I have observed especially in these cases embolism of the capil- 
laries on the surface of the hepatic lobules. With the pus from a wound 
which had given rise to purulent infection I have produced metastatic 
abscesses in the liver as large as a millet seed. I have also observed in 
another experiment a purulent pleurisy. I have never seen meningitis^ 
but this cannot be used to prove that the microbes are not found in the 
subarachnoid space and do not enter the sheath of the optic nerve, car- 
ried by the lymph current which flows, as is known, from the brain to- 
wards the eyes, which was especially made known by the researches of 
Quircke and Deutschman. In the important monograph (ueber 
opthalmia migratoria) the author we have incjicated, in an explanatory 
plate shows microbes in the sheath of the optic nerve. The rabbit in the 
experiment was dead three days after the injection into the vitreous of a 
liquid holding in suspension staphylococcus aureus. Deutschman will 
have much difficulty in having us accept this experiment as demonstrat- 
ing ophthalmia migratoria as a general rule, for he said himself later in 
the same memoirs that it required six weeks in order that the affection 
in man be transmitted from one eye to the other. It occurs but except- 
ionally that this transmission can take place in ten days. Citing the 
case of Mooren, in which sympathetic iritis supervened four days after 
operation for laceration of secondary cataract, Deutschman contests the 
sympathetic nature of this iritis. A factor intervenes in these experi-, ' 
ments other than simple transmission from place to place by the sheaths 
of the optic nerve, and this factor is the general infection. 

In the second place, why make the point of experimental departure 
from the vitreous. Without doubt it is on excellent ground, as I have 
established in which to provoke panophthaln^tis. Who does not know 
that extractions of cataract with loss of vitreous are more often followed 
by suppuration than others. But this does not serve in giving light upon 
the facts which bear upon sympathetic ophthalmia. It is important to 
hold the more strictly to those conditions which the observer sees occur- 
ring under his own observation. 

Without doubt clinical investigation is often impotent in solving the 
problems that are taken up. Every day in our reunions we see men of 
g^eat experience give opposite opinions on practical every-day questions; 
it is impossible to decide as to the opinion held afterwards as before the 
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discussion and the question remains for investigation. But the clinical 
work at least limits the problem and the laboratory should be its efficient 
helper. Now it is an observed fact that predominates it can be said the 
history of sympathetic ophthalmia in the greater majority of cases, that 
it follows a penetrating wound of the ciliary region with the introduction 
of a foreign body. Wounds of the corneal limbus are especially danger- 
ous. It is there that the fear of seeing this formidable affection follow 
which has made us reject iridesis. The linear extraction has apparently 
especially favored the entanglement of the iris and capsule following 
more frequently the contraction by the method of a flap, less stress has 
been made upon this fact than that the incision was too peripheric, in- 
volving the dangerous zone. 

The importance of these given clinical experiments has certainly es- 
caped experimenters, and Deutschman is said to have himself several 
times made, without result, wounds of the ciliary body including the iris. 
He states he has introduced foreign bodies into the wound without see- 
ing sympathetic ophthalmia follow. But it certainly cannot be admitted 
that one can change terms of the problem, and we ought therefore to ac- 
cept as a fact that which occurs in practice — it is that elsewhere we see 
traumatism of the ciliary region not necessarily followed by this compli- 
cation. All men of experience, on the contrary, admit that it is relatively 
rare. I recur now to this fact, there is an analogy between clinical ex- 
perience and experimentation. If sympathetic ophthalmia were readily 
produced experimentally there would be ground for doubting whether we 
were in the presence of a similar aflfection that we see supervene in man. 
It would however not seem imposible, nevertheless to provoke it. 

Professor Gayet was able at least to demonstrate anatomically the 
propagation of an inflammatory process in the optic nerve of the second eye, 
having taken his point of departure from a granulation of proud flesh 
(bourgeon charnu) growing from the lachrymal sack of a sick child and 
which he had introduced into the anterior chamber of a rabbit's eye. 'The 
transmission to the chiasm is minutely described. It is only to be re- 
gretted that the author should not have placed for our benefit the mate- 
rial so rare, which would enable us to judge of the true nature of the 
pathological process. In no case did Prof Gayet find any alteration of 
the sheaths of the nerves. This is contrary to what Deutschman ob- 
served. Deutschman argues in favor of migratory ophthalmia as proved 
by the bacteriological examination of enuleated eyes, or a portion of iris 
from the second eye. He has always found the presence of staphylococ- 
cus aureus. Randolph, of Baltimore, in analogous researches under the 
direction of Professor Welch and Mead Bolton, my comrades in bacteri- 
ological studies, always found the tubes sterile. 

Between .two observers, equally conscientious, arriving at opposite re- 
sults, it is impossible in these partial investigations to take part. I will 
say only that nothing is more easy in bacteriology than to commit technecal 
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error, nothing is more difficult than to prove a diagnostic point. It is 
assuredly very interesting, very instructive to follow the study of varia- 
tions in virulence in a given microbe. The future of therapeutics depends 
on the success of these investigations, but it will be conceded that the 
task of finding in the midst of a complex pathology the principal germ, 
to isolate and recognize it by means thus arduous, is unhappily incumb- 
ent on the clinician. 

A control-technical test will only legitimatize the announced results 
and it could not be efficacious to practice on a line which furnishes only a 
part of the desired explanation, even if seen with one's own eyes or under 
one's own hand. 

In order to terminate this critique I will refer to the case of Becker, 
who has seen an anatomical preparation — the chiasm and intracranial 
portion of the two optic nerves that do not show any trace of alteration. 
In short all the experimenters, who have been used to find this microbic 
transmission from place to place, from one eye to the other by the 
sheaths of the optic nerve, have not been able to find it. I will quote 
Mazza, Giffi^rd, Randolph, Linbourg and Levy. 

I now ask De Wecker what are the scientific reasons for giving in 
France a scientific status for the operation of section of the optic nerve ? 
Why have the experiments of Deutschman seemed to him so indisput- 
able? Why has he not mentioned the contradictory experiments of 
other authors ? The truth is that to-day we are no nearer the true path- 
ological nature of sympathetic ophthalmia than we were twenty-five years 
ago. We cannot, we ought not, to give to preventive operations a scien- 
tific character when they cannot have it. I know well that the appearance 
of sympathetic ophthalmia which follows, notwithstanding the resection, 
should not bear witness against its efficiency if the operation is not done 
the same day as the accident. No one doubtless will advise, without 
scientific ground, untried effi>rts which must produce the loss of vision, in 
order to discover whether lesions will be precipitated in the fellow eye. 
Now I observe that Ohlemann, a pupil of Schweigger, who has made 
many resections, has examined from a bacteriological stand-point twen- 
ty-five resected portions, and has never found microbes. This fact ought 
to have peculiar weight with the author, since he gives it as his opinion 
that sympathetic ophthalmia must be transmitted by the ciliary nerves. 
The operation gave him the material to demonstrate the futility of the 
operation of resection. 

Abadie advises cauterizing the wound with a fine galvano* cautery in 
all its parts; then he injects into the irritating eye one or two drops of a 
sublimate solution, i to looo. 

I would state that these cauterizations go to retard cicatrization and 
render it irregular. Now Alt has in 62 of loo eyes, observed that the 
globe shows at the site of the wound hard and rigid cicatries which hold 
a portion of the uveal tract entangled, and this ought not to be without 
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influence in the development of lesions elsewhere. In the second place** 
is sympathetic ophthalmia of a microbic nature ? There ought to be 
serious reasons for allowing the perforation of the posterior coats of the* 
eye. Of this we may be convinced in experimenting on animals, the 
vitreous will escape at the point of puncture. The antisepsis of the con- 
junctival sack is impossible and this fact is, I believe, accepted to-day 
by all. Some day this puncture will be followed by panophthalmitis, the 
same as infectious panophthalmitis, and produce death of the patient. It 
is a dangerous experiment. In short, the bichloride of mercury intro- 
duced into the eye cannot produce the antiseptic eflFect which an honored 
confr&re believes. It precipitates the albuminoid substance of the vitreous 
as I have indicated in my memoirs upon the composition of this organ ; it 
forms an albuminoid of mercury — evidently the eye is irritated, and I in- 
sist that it cannot have any eflFect upon the other eye characterized by an 
ameioriation, especially of what we call sympathetic irritation. 

Long ago Wardrop drew attention to facts of this kind. We do not 
see plastic iritis, the result of enucleation, undergo a temporary cessation, 
recede, to increase again to its fatal progress. It is alwa> s the same mys- 
terious bond which binds the eye one to the other, the true nature of 
which has eluded us. It is feared that if the eye still has vision (after 
sublimate injection) that the irritation would end by rendering the eye 
blind from provoking retinal detachment. De Wecker, who has made 
many injections of the mercurial sublimate, has seen following it a 
shrinking — a beginning of phthisis of the globe. These injections do not 
appear to him preferable to resection. 

It is advised in short now, in holding to the basis of the ciliary theory, 
to detach the globe from Tenon's capsule; in cutting all the vessels which 
go to the eye, the ciliary nerves and the optic nerve without dividing the 
recti muscles from their conjunctival insertion. This procedure consti- 
tutes a new operation. Is it not a slight variation from optic-ciliary sec- 
tion? This is a debated point between Galezowski and Boncheron. I 
will only say that the optic-ciliary section has not given the happy re- 
sults that had been hoped. It has not prevented the explosion of sym- 
pathetic ophthalmia, and cases are known in which it has been necessary 
to follow it with enucleation. This gives ground for doubting the effici- 
ency of the operation, taken from the standpoint of pathological 
anatomy. 

What is then the treatment for sympathetic ophthalmia? There is 
not, it can be said, a question of more importance in the every-day practical 
ophthalmology. The blindness of the patient is threatened — dependent 
on the line of treatment that will be followed. It is principally on this 
point that I desire to bring debate and receive opinion. 

To prevent sympathetic ophthalmia at the outset, and if it has begun, 
to ameliorate its eflfiects, are the terms of the problem to be solved. We 
know in the immense majority of cases that this remarkable aflFection fol- 
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lows a traumatism, and that this is more dangerous when it involves es- 
pecially the ciliary region. This is an infallible aphorism says Mooren, 
''The more we have assurance that the ciliary body is involved the more 
sympathetic ophthalmia is to be feared.'* I would separate three orders of 
conditions if certain that the ciliary body had been reached in the wound. 
Is it only possible that it has been wounded? Has there been a penetra- 
tion of the eyeball? 

Certainty is had by the existence of a penetrating wound involving 
more or less the ciliary region. At once it cannot be said that sooner or 
later the fellow eye will not be involved from the irritating eye. Imme- 
diate enucleation appears to be the most certain means of preventing 
ulterior trouble. No practitioner will hesitate to act if it has been demon- 
strated that the eye is lost, especially if the ball has partially collapsed. 
With the opposite condition the view changes, conservatism is to be con- 
sidered. The opinion of those who advise immediate enucleation will not 
be accepted, and it frequently happens that the trauma of the ciliarj^ 
region is not followed at once by sympathetic ophthalmia. Let us wait, 
our confreres elsewhere, who are bold experimenters, will say, and the 
patient, always impressed by temporizing, will prefer to follow their ad- 
vice: It is proper to admit that it is a lottery. On the one side the pa- 
tient has many chances to preserve more or less vision in the injured eye; 
he shrinks from the necessity of an artificial shell; on the other, he nms 
the risk of becoming blind. 

During the war of the Rebellion 1,900 wounds or contusions of the 
eyeball were reported, in which 91 cases of sympathetic ophthalmia oc- 
curred. According to Mooren sympathetic ophthalmia will not occur in 
but one-sixteenth of the cases in which the conditions are favorable for 
its production. It should be known, however, that we are ignorant as to 
when it will burst forth, and also under what form it may occur. If it 
begins, one cannot flatter himself that the time will follow when it can be 
arrested. It is known to begiu very suddenly, go on with astonishing 
rapidity. Berlin and Hirschberg each give a case where enucleation done 
twenty-four hours after the appearance of sympathetic ophthalmia did 
not prevent the patient from becoming blind. If like cases occur we 
shall have the sadness of placing, by temporizing, a whole family in 
desolation. 

Inasmuch as we cannot be the better able to throw light on the 
true nature of the malady, inasmuch as we cannot from those cases 
which do not have sympathetic ophthalmia promise immunity in any 
other case. I would offer in the event of a case where there is a pene- 
tration of the ciliary region an immediate enucleation. It is better to 
dissent from the old masters, better to make ten enucleations, which 
might not be needed, than to assume the responsibility for one person be. 
coming blind. There will be no more difficulty in obtaining consent the 
day of the accident than afterwards. The results of these injuries appear 
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better, there may be a clearing up of vision as cicatrization goes on. A 
single day's, delay may prevent the success of the operation which science 
indicates, and the patient lose the certainty which can be offered. In 
enucleating promptly suppuration is prevented, and the dangers which it 
may cause also and which would modify the treatment materially for the 
time. • 

The second condition which presents itself is that in which there is 
a penetration of the eyeball, but it is not certain that the ciliary body is 
wounded, and when there is no fear of the dangers of a cicatrization in a 
region of danger. It is diflScult to formulate a line of conduct in cases 
of this kind. Everything is subordinate to the clinical conditions and de- 
pends upon the nature of the foreign body which has penetrated the eye. 
Some foreign bodies may become encysted and do not produce sympa- 
thetic lesions. It is well known that fragments of lead are relatively in- 
nocuous. We should always fear danger that is indicated by pain in the 
ciliary region, which Iwanoff has especially insisted upon. 

In the case in which there has been simply a contusion, without per- 
foration, the rule is evidently not to interfere — sympathetic ophthalmia is 
not to be feared. Our English confreres, who have devoted themselves to 
the study of this affection with great care, have laid stress on this, that if 
after a few years there is still pain, this is of importance. 

What should be done when we see a well pronounced case of sympa- 
thetic ophthalmia? - 

A first condition presents itself; it is that in which the irritating eye 
has been lost long since and is nothing more than a stump, hard and pain- 
ful to the touch. Whatever may be the condition of the sympathizing 
eye, the irritating one should be enucleated. This is what Graefe said in 
reference to it: "That in doing this we shall hasten the time when we may 
be authorized in making upon the other eye some operation with the 
hope of success." 

The second condition is more frequent in practice, and it is where 
the traumatism of the eye is of recent date. The authorities give a 
rule easy to follow apparently. They say that if the patient complains 
only of fatigue in the second eye on reading, of lachrymation, and of photo" 
phobia, there is nothing to be done but enucleate, and this will cause a 
cessation of these symptoms. If on the contrary there is iritis or cyclitis 
of the other eye, enucleation will be unavailable and we shall be happy 
if we can in rare instances finally arrest the disease. I would wish in re- 
gard to this to hold the opinion of those of our confreres who have watched 
these patients several years. Have we really two distinct entities — sym- 
pathetic irritation and sympathetic inflammation, that we can follow with- 
out hesitation, different lines of treatment. Are we to take the side of 
Bonders, or of Rossander? The phenomena of this apparent sympa- 
thetic irritation, have they not disappeared shortly after enucleation 
never to return, and the course of the second eye, will it not be clear, no 
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iritis, no synechia which become rebellious to atropia? Have we seen 
as a sequel, lesions follow after the lapse of a long time ? What was the 
seat of the lesions, what the age of the subject ? 

Precise indications on all these points would give some exact ideas 
on the pathogeny of sympathetic ophthalmia. They give us facts which 
should be established to make distinction between that which is scientific 
and that which is practical. It would enable us to reply to the embar- 
rassing question which is asked of us by patients : ** Am I certain by the 
removal of one eye to save the other?" 

It is peculiarly' unfortunate, as I have said, when we see cases with a 
recent wound of the ciliary region tjiat we cannot decide in which one of 
them we may fear sympathetic ophthalmia. If the affection is so little 
understood, it holds true we imagine that it is so from the difficulty in find- 
ing the material for the necessarj' study of it. There are enough eyes enu- 
cleated, but they cannot suffice, we are obliged to make use of experi- 
mental pathology — though so far from it we have not yet been able to 
determine the true pathology of this disease. Let us be careful to ob- 
serve those conditions in which clinically we see lesions follow, and en- 
deavor to reproduce them in animals. I would suggest the introduction 
through the iris into the posterior chamber, pieces of wood, of thorns, and 
pieces of metal. We can then determine whether we observe evident 
signs of sympathetic ophthalmia. If our domestic animals are refractory 
in this regard we know it is not so with the horse, and our veterinarians 
could perhaps work with us in this important work. 

In each instance, when we shall have at last the necessary material 
that may be used for the benefit and advantage of the most efficient 
means of control-study which we are acquainted with to-day, we shall b& 
able each to contribute our part, however little it may be, in the success- 
ful study of this peculiar aflFection, now the most obscure in ophthal- 
mology, and one of the most sad assuredly which afflicts humanity.

THE TREATMENT OF PNEUMONIA. 



W. E. Shasted, A. M., M. D., of Wichita, in a late number of the 
Kansas Medical Journal says that in the first stage of inflammation, namely, 
congestion, whatever safe means we can employ to diminish the blood 
pressure in the affected area, obviously is proper treatment. This may 
be done by several methods according to the individual pecularities of 
the case treated. By giving a large dose of quinine (15 to 20 grains,) and 
morphine {yi to yi grains,) in adult cases, at the very commencement of 
the disease process, according to the well recommended custom, the sub- 
eauent inflammation is often limited in extent as well as in intensity of 
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the attack. After the eflfects of this combination of medicaments are ex- 
perienced, the time is ripe for the employment of arterial sedatives. The 
tincture of aconite root in doses of one or two drops every hour or two 
for a limited time is usually preferable to tincture of veratrum viride, but 
neither (if these should be continued to the stage of red hepatization. 

But while these remedies are valuable, we should not in my opinion 
lose sight of the great value of an active mercurial cathartic, such as a 
combination of calomel, ipecac and soda. The dose of calomel should 
vary from two to four grains usually. Ipecac is a splendid adjuvant to 
calomel, and soda has a decided and successful eflfect in preventing the 
intestinal discomfort which often accompanies the exhibition of calomel 
alone. In addition, soda almost always checks the tendency toward sali- 
vation, which may be present in some individuals. However, in six or 
eight hours a saline cathartic is of value. 

As an arterial sedative like aconite is useful only during a limited 
period, quinine, which we have mentioned above, should be continued, 
usually, through the whole course of the disease. Since pneumonia oc- 
curs in a majority of instances in malarial regions, it may not be illogical 
to conclude that the malarial germ and the germ of pneumonia may be 
in some manner related ; be that as it may, clinical experience and ob- 
servation demonstrate the great utility of quinine in this disease. Not 
only is it valuable for reducing temperature but it seems to act benefici- 
ally on the disease process itself. It should be given, in large doses at 
regular intervals. 

Hypodermic injections of from }i to }i grains of the muriate of 
pilocarpine, administered at the inception of the disease, when the pati- 
ent is first seen, is often conclusive of excellent results, but it should be 
used only in selected cases, because the heart is usually depressed enough. 
Notwithstanding the fact that pilocarpine in decided doses always pro- 
duces cardiac depression, the good it does by relieving blood pressure 
o£fsets this evil to a great extent and the heart, as a rule, is not so de- 
pressed at first but that it has time to recover from this condition, before 
the time, when its greatest energies are required. As to local applica- 
tions and mechanical appliances, which are used to combat this disease 
externally, the mustard plaster first suggests itself, to the mind of every 
physician. One should be used at the commencement of the inflamma- 
tion and should be continuously applied until its stimulating effect on the 
vaso-motor system is fully realized. Uusually it is not necessary to blis- 
ter the parts ; by the mixture of the whites of eggs with the mustard, this 
result is avoided and yet the blood vessels are contracted within the 
area of inflammation very efficaciousuly. 

I regard it good treatment to employ cataplasms of mush or other 
material, following the mustard plaster or poultice, providing they con- 
tain the requisite amount of heat and moisture. They are of greatest 
value, when the lung vesicles are filling up with the exudation ; at this 
particular time, also we should not forget the value of the salts of am- 
monia, for by their use the exudate is rendered less tough and viscid. 

The air of the apartment should be perfectly pure by good ventila- 
tion and steam should be liberated therein constantly. 

After there is coagulation of the exudation and consequent solidifi- 
cation in the inflamed area, (the period of red hepatization) our treat- 
ment should be mainly expectant ; our efforts being directed toward 
supporting the patient in order that he may pass safely through the crisis 
of the disease, which takes place generally between the sixth and tenth 
day. 
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All through the course of the disease, the patient should be given 
an easily digested and highly nutritious diet. Stimulants should be given 
as soon as the heart gives evidence of its need of support and this stimu- 
lation should especially be pushed in the case of inebriates and at the 
time of crisis. It does most good at the time of crisis because the vital 
powers need it most then and by carefully husbanding the resources at 
this critical period, a patient is frequently brought through who other- 
wise would perish. Ammonia salts are so frequently used in the disease 
that to speak of their peculiar virtues is useless. Suffice it to say, they 
occupy a therapeutic sphere in this disease, that has not been touched 
upon, so far, by other remedies. They possess the double function of 
stimulating the heart and of promoting healing by their specific action 
on the organs affected. In chronic cases of nonabsorption of inflamma- 
tory products, succeeding an acute attack, they may also be used with 
advantage ; notably the iodide of ammonium. In cases characterized by 
very high temperature, the coal tar deriviatives, if used at all,, should be 
sparingly used. As a rule they do more harm than good. 

. We have the cold bath or cold sponging and quinine in large doses 
to control temperature; outside of these antikamnia in moderate doses 
has given me excellent results, but even this when the heart is weak 
should not often be used. 

When there is a condition of prolonged wakefulness, sulphonal in 15 
to 20 grain doses is, in my opinion, the hypnotic giving the best results; 
chloral being second, perhaps. 

As pneumonia is self-limited, the physician should bear in mind not 
to give too active treatment or treatment that tuns the least counter to 
nature's methods; a treatment that assists nature or that anticipates her 
every want as it arises, is the ideal one. 



TREATMENT OF STOMATITIS. 



Starr of Philadelphia {Diseases of the Digestive Organs in Children — 
Philadelphia: P. Blakiston, Son & Co.) says thatsince some disturbance of 
digestion is constantly at the bottom of the local trouble, attention to the 
feeding apparatus and to the diet is of great importance. If the child is 
fed artificially, absolute cleanliness of both bottles and tips must be 
insisted upon ; only a simple rubber nipple over the end of the bottle is 
to be allowed. Regular hours for meals — the frequency varying with the 
age of the child — are as essential as the selection of suitable food and its 
administration in suitable qualities. A child of six months should be fed 
every three hours, between 6 a. m. and 9 p. m. The same rule should 
be followed if the child is fed from the breast. 

Children of two years of age and over should be placed on a simple 
diet. A breakfast, luncheon and supper of state bread and milk guarded 
by lime-water (one part to three) and a midday dinner of broth and well- 
boiled rice will suffice. 

The disease usually makes its appearance too long after the causative 
error of diet to be stayed by the use of an emetic. If, however, an over- 
loaded stomach be indicated by fever, restlessness, and epigastric pain 
and distention, a dose of the wine or syrup of ipecac should be given. If 
the bowels be constipated a mild laxative is required. Probably the best 
is calomel; for a child of from six to twelve months a powder contain- 
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ing half a grain of the mercurial and five grains of sugar may be placed 
dry upon the tongue in the evening to be followed next evening by a 
small teaspoonful of magnesia in milk or lemonade. If on the contrary 
there be diarrhoea, the bowels should be first cleared of irritating materi- 
als by a teaspoonful of castor oil into which five drops of paregoric have 
been put and this prescription given : 

R vSodii bicarbonatis gr. xxiv 

Syrupi rhei aromat. 

Syrupi aa fSss 

Aquae menth. pip. f^ii 

M. Sig.: Teaspoonful every 3 hours. 

The fever when moderate in degree requires only a plentiful supply 
of cool water to drink and a hot mustard bath in the evening, one tea- 
spoonful of mustard being used in as much water as will cover the legs 
and hips of the patient when in a sitting posture. The duration of the 
bath should be from five to ten minutes. If the skin be quite hot and 
dry, a saline diaphoretic is necessary. The best is liquor potassii citra- 
tis, in doses of one teaspoonful every two hours. Sometimes it is well to 
add one quarter of a drop of tincture of aconite to each dose of the 
potash solution. 

Locally the best results will be obtained by lightly touching each 
ulcer with the point of nitrate of silver. The pain incident to its appli- 
cation may be prevented by the previous application of a four per cent» 
solution of cocaine. In ordinary cases one such application suflSces ; in 
severe, it is necessary to repeat it daily for a week or more. In addition 
the mouth must be washed thoroughly and frequently, particularly after 
food has been taken, with cool water, or a solution of chlorate of potas- 
sium as ,

M. Sig. Use as a mouth-wash. 

After the fever has subsided, a digestant will be required for 
several days, as pepsin, or if there be acidity with a coated tongue. 
R Sodii bicarbonatis gr. xxiv 

Pulv. pepsini gr. xij 

Pulv. aromatici gr. iij 

Misce; et ft. chart, no. xij. Sig. One powder four times daily in milk 
or syrup, for a child between seven and twelve months old. 

The local treatment must be perserved in until the ulcers have heal- 
ed and the mucous m^^mbrane has resumed to its normal condition. 



TREATMENT OF DIPHTHERIA. 



F. Loeffler, M. D., Professor of Diseases of Children in the Univer 
sity of Griefswald, in a lecture in the Medical and Surgical Reporter^ says 
that during the past few years nitrate of silver, carbolic acid, chlorine, 
bromine and iodine, as well as the chlorate of potash, permanganate of 
potash, turpentine, chinolin, and papayotin have all been tried, and 
though apparently successful in mild cases, have been found inadequate 
to affect those more severe — the cure of diphtheria remains a problem 
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waiting to be solved. But the cause has been discovered : The morpho- 
logically- and biologically-characteristic bacillus is the aetiological germ 
of diphtheria — and on it must be tried the various remedies. Extensive 
experiments have been made by the author, by D'Espine, by De Marig- 
nac, by Bohr and Behring ; as a result of this study two things have been 
learned: First, to guard against the colonization of the bacillus, in 
healthy subjects on the intact mucous membranes, and in diseased indi- 
viduals on the mucous membrane that has not been as yet infected. 
This colonization can be hindered if we bring the healthy mucous mem- 
brane into contact with some substance which will prevent the growth 
of the bacilli, or better still, which would kill them, as soon as it is 
brought into contact with them. Of course these substances cannot be 
of a nature calculated to injure the mucous membrane, or such that even 
a continued use of them could give rise to toxic or other unpleasant 
symptoms. Second, the clusters of developed bacilli in the superiScial 
layers of the pseudo-membrane must be killed, so that no spreading of 
the infection to parts of the mucous membrane, as yet intact, can take 
place, and also that no living bacillus may be expelled from the patient's 
mouth, so that the spread of the disease in other persons may be avoided. 

After a most careful series of experiments with every agent recently 
suggested in the therapy pf this disease, the author aays : '* For prophy- 
lactic treatment of persons exposed to diphtheria, gargling every two or 
three hours, for five or ten seconds, with a suitable solution, is recom- 
mended. For this purpose I have found the following very useful : Bi- 
chloride of mercury, 1:10,000 or 1:15,000, or better still, cyanide of mer- 
cury in a 1:8000 solution, or i:io,coo. The taste of the latter prepara- 
tion is less unpleasant than that of the former. Chloroform water, orthy- 
mol, 1:1,500 in twenty per cent, of alcohol, are also useful and agreeable. 
It is of great importance that the gargling should be done properly and 
thoroughly. In vapor form, oil of orknge peel, lemon oil, eucalyptus 
oil, anisol, phenetol, benzol and toluol are of service. These are best 
used after Feldbausch's method. A small metallic tube, containing ab- 
sorbent cotton, moistened with the oil, is inserted in each nostril, and the 
patient is therefore continually breathing the fumes. These tubes should 
remain in place as long as the patient is in an atmosphere probably viti- 
ated with the bacilli of diphtheria. The same oils might also be sprayed 
or vaporized in the sick room with material advantage. In this way the 
air would be more or less saturated with the fumes, and, certainly, an at- 
mosphere in which orange peel oil, or lemon oil is suspended, is both 
pleasant and refreshing. 

" Regarding the treatment of patients actually suffering from this 
dread disease, I advocate gargling every one or two hours with weak so- 
lutions, and gargling every three or four hours with solutions which will 
positively destroy the bacilli, even in thick cultures. For the latter pur- 
pose I have found the following most practicable : Bichloride of mercury 
1:1,000; carbolic acid three per cent, solution in thirty per cent, of alco- 
hol ; finally, equal parts of alcohol and oil of turpentine, with two per 
cent, of carbolic acid. Between the appointed hours for gargling, the 
parts might be painted with a five per cent, solution of carbolic acid, two 
per cent, of bromine, one per cent, of chlorine, or with a concentrated 
watery solution of the kresols, especially ^-kresol and^kresol. 

Bichloride of mercury has been used with the most excellent eflfects, 
and also the three per cent, solution of carbolic acid in thirty per cent, of 
alcohol. Under the* treatment described above the membranes can be 
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proven to be sterile within a few days. The general condition of the pa- 
tient improves rapidly. Gargling with the carbolic acid solution will at 
first be unpleasant to the patient, but this soon passes off, and the patient 
soon becomes accustomed to it. It is to be noted that in diphtheritic 
scarlet fever the above method of treatment is also very successful." 



BOOK TALK. 



STORIES OF A COUNTRY DOCTOR. 



Dr. King has written a book. What Dr. King, do you ask? Why 
to quote from the title page : "Willis P. King, M. D., Member of the 
American Medical Association, Member and ex-President of the Missouri 
tate Medical Association, Assistant Chief Surgeon of the Missouri Pa- 
cific Railwa}-, formerly Lecturer on Diseases of Women in the Medical 
Department of the Missouri State University and Professor of Diseases of 
Women in the Medical Department of the University of Kansas City, 
Lecturer on Orthopaedic Surgery in the University Medical College of 
Kansas City, Member of the Jackson County Medical Society, ex-Presi- 
dent of the Pettis County Medical Society, formerly Assistant Physician 
and Surgeon to the Pettis County Jail and Poor House, and ex-Physician 
and Surgeon to the Branch- Water Man and his Folks.** 

This book was written to relieve the pentup feelings of the author — 

if he had*nt found a vent he would have ''busted.** As Eugene Ware 

says: 

"Wbon a peraoa knows a story that he thinks he ooght to teU, 
If he doesn^t get to teU It why, of course, he don't feel weU." 

Then friends urged him to write it— friends who had seen him 
wrestling with poverty year after year and generally getting thrown three 
best in five; they thought he had a fortune in his grasp if he would only 
put his stories into a book — and then they could borrow his money. The 
result is a very interesting series of stories, chiefly relating to the unedu- 
cated people who inhabited this country in an early day, when Dr. King 
was a "country doctor.** Many of the anecdotes are actual occurences 
and some will "come home** so fittingly to him who now practices among 
the country people, that every reader will take a lively personal interest 
in the telling. 

Son\e of the author*s stories are excellent, as " The Branch-Water 
Man,** "The Ups and Downs of Early Practice,'* "Consultations and the 
Code,** etc. It was the superbly ridiculous tale of" Old Pill Garlic*' from 
the latter story that won for Dr. King the title of " The Humorist of the 
Medical Profession.** As samples of the "style" — if the writer of such a 
book may be said to have a "style** — may be given the account of the 
man who was shot throught the chest: 

"Among the crowd that had gathered around was a fellow whose face 
showed unmistakable lines indicating the common liar and the egotist- 
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ical donkey. He put numerous questions to me while I bandaged the 
young man's chest and gave an opiate. He asked among other things 
if I was going 'To blow a silk handkercher threw his chest.' I answer- 
ered that 1 was not and went on with my work. When I started home 
I found him entertaining a crowd of interested spectators. He was 
standing with his legs far apart, his chin thrust forward and I could see 
the index finger of his right hand come down into the palm of his left as 
he emphasized his remarks. He was laying for me. When I entered the 
circle of his auditors he asked : 

*** Doc, arn't you goin' to blow a handkercher threw his chest? ' I 
again answered that I was not. 'Well,' said he, 'they always done it after 
a battle in the army. I have helped old Doc Motts, of New York, do it a 
hun'red times.' 'What good does it do?' I asked. I have always found 
it a good plan to put these smart people on the witness stand and let 
them throw themselves; but I was caught here. 

" ' What good'l it do?' he repeated after me, affecting great astonish- 
ment, * I should think you ought to know that it will keep the eorpuscum 
from diagolatitC on the diagram P 

" I still maintained my ground and asked: 'What does that mean ? ' 

" He looked at me with eyes wide open, seemingly paralyzed with 
astonishment and exclaimed : 

" 'Well, young man, ef you air a doctor an' don't know what that 
means you'd better quit ! ' 

" In the language of Micawber I was 'floored.' " 

Dr. King uses every opportunity to hold up to censure the weak" 
nesses of doctors, the manners of men and the blatancy of the times. He 
went to Colorado; just before his departure he walked to the mouth of 
a canon at evening, where the water had worn its way through hundreds of 
feet of granite. " The beautiful river whose waters came from the melted 
snow on the mountain tops^ came leaping and dashing through the great 
canon, sprang into the valley and went singing on to the sea. The val- 
ley below was covered with cedars, arranged as artistically as if planted 
by the hand of man, and the mountain sides were covered with stately 
pines, while far away up and beyond all I could see the lofty snow-capped 
summits that in their towering grandeur seemed to pierce the upper 
skies. I stood here at sunset, when it was already dark in the valley, but 
still light upon the mountain tops. The sun was setting and I saw him 
pierce the mists that ever hung about the mountain's brow with his 
broad lances of light. I stood in the darkness and looked into the light ; 
I stood in the night and looked into the day. 

**I could see with a simple glance of the eye, 

To the place where the day bade the night good-bye. 

" Awestricken by the beautiful picture, I raised my eyes toward 
heaven and there, high up on the granite rocks, I beheld traced in letters 
of living light the beautiful legendary inscription : ' Buy Frazer's Axle 
Grease !' " But the book must be read to be appreciated. 
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SENNAS PRINCIPLES OF SURGERY. 



During the last few years, numerous and excellent text-books of 
Surgery have been poured on the market, but most of them have been 
written from the standpoint of the anatomist and instrument-maker. Dr. 
Senn has taken his stand on pathology as the basis on which the modern 
surgeon must work, and thus he treats surgery as a science instead of 
an art. 

The Principles of Surgery, by Dr. Senn, of Milwaukee, is a work of 
rare excellence, and ought to have an honored place in the library of 
every scientific surgeon. 

Dr. Senn, in his preface, says : " It has been my aim to write a book 
for the student and general practitioner which should ***** 
serve the purpose of a systematic treatise on the causation, pathology, 
diagnosis, prognosis and treatment of the injuries and affections which 
the surgeon is most frequently called upon to treat. * * * The stu- 
dent who has mastered the principles of surgery will have no difficulty 
in applying his knowledge in practice, while the one who has burdened 
his memory with numerous details to meet special indications is always 
at a loss in making prompt and judicious use of his therapeutic resources 
when confronted with rare lesions and unexpected emergencies.*' 

The chapter devoted to the healing of wounds is admirable. Wounds 
are divided into : ( i ) aseptic wounds ; ( 2 ) infected wounds ; and their 
treatment, when first intention is aimed at, is discussed under 
the following heads : (a ) Absolute asepsis, which can only be secured 
by the strictest antiseptic precautions, {b) Careful haemostasis. (r) Ac 
curate suturing. ( d) Physiological rest. 

In the chapter on Inflammation (p. 76 ) while describing the relations 
of the various constituents of the blood to each other as they circulate in 
the veins Dr. Senn says : " D. J. Hamilton has shown by numerous ex- 
periments, that in fluids holding in suspension solid particles passing 
through capillary tubes, the heaviest particles are carried along tie cen- 
tn< current, while those specifically lighter than the fluid seek the peri- 
. pheral current." Now this is unfortunately neither complete nor correct. 
It is quite true that the heaviest blood corpuscles, viz.: the colored 
are carried along tbe axial stream ; but this is because they are of the 
same specific gravity as the fluid in which they float. Again, particles 
specifically lighter than the fluid in which they float certainly seek the 
peripheral current, but only one part of it, viz.: the upper. In the same 
chapter we are glad to see that our author recognizes Waller as the dem- 
onstrator of the power of leucocytes to wander from the blood-vessels. 

On page 86, in his discussion as to what is necessary for emigration 
of leucocytes to take place, it is said : " Leucocytes, in order to pass 
through an inflamed capillary wall, must possess amoeboid movements ; 
hence, only living leucocytes are capable of migration." Here again we 
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are compelled to dissent from Dr. Senn's views, since red C( rpuscles 
have no such amoeboid movement but yet are extruded by a " vis a 
iergOy' and experiments have shown that leucocytes also may be thrown 
out by mechanical means. We believe that for the escape of leucocytes 
their amoeboid function is not an essential, but an important aid. 

We are glad to see that Dr. Senn emphasizes the fact that poultices 
are filthy abominations and frequently do more harm than good. Where 
moist warmth is desired, antiseptic or aseptic fomentations do all the 
good that poultices do, and are clean and comfortable. 

A good account is given of our present knowledge of tuberculosis in 
its surgical aspects. The chapters dealing with tuberculosis of the bones 
and joints is, as might have been expected, based on Konig's well-known 
monograph, and is the best treatise on osseous and articular tuberculosis 
we have had the pleasure of reading in the English language. 

While carefully reading through Sennas work, we noted many things 
which struck us as being worthy of great praise, but space is wanting in 
which to draw attention to everything which we would like to. 

We can heartily congratulate Dr. Senn on what he has accomplished, 
and we look forward with pleasure to the appearance of a work on tu- 
mors, which he contemplates publishing. J. F. Binnie.

Rheumatism and Gout, by Le Roy Satterfield, M. D., Professor of 
Chemistry, Materia Medica and Therapeutics in the New York College 
of Dentistry, is a very interesting number of the ** Physician's Leisure 
Library," published by Geo. S. Davis, of Detroit, Mich., at 50 cents in 
cloth. 

Richard Malcolm Johnston's stories of'Southern life always make de- 
lighful reading, they are so true to the life he pictures, and at the same 
time evince such a keen, if quiet, sense of humor. His story in the July 
Lippincott's, "A Surprise to Mr. Thompson Byers," has a feeble-minded 
Georgia youth for its central figure ; there is both hutnor and pathos in 
the tale. Another capital story-teller, Gertrude Franklin Atherton, con- 
tributes a bright and witty short story entitled "The Vengeance of Padre 
Arroyo." 

The Humboldt Publishing Co , 19 Astor Place, New York, announ- 
ces for issue July 6th a work that possesses extraordinary interest for the 
public in general, but not less for physicians and men of science, viz.: 
Mental Suggestion, by Dr. J. Ochorowicz. It is by far the greatest work 
ever published on the phenomena of Hypnotism and Apimal Magnetism, 
treated both historically and critically. It is an original treatise, by a per- 
fectly competent observer and experimenter, and not a mere compila- 
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tion. No student of psychology or of "human nature" can aflFord to 
neglect this most able and brilliant treatise.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 



Trephining for Cerebral Haemorrhages. — It seems that my 
prediction made before the class of the Medical Department of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas City, in 1886, that the time would come when it would 
be good surgery to open the skull in cases of cerebral haemorrhage ( as 
had already been done a few times for meningeal haemorrhage) is being 
fulfilled. Champoriuerre recently reported to the Academic de Medi- 
cine a case of trephining for cerebral haemorrhage, together with statis- 
tics of thirty such cases, all of which were non-traumatic in their origin. 
There had been no deaths and no untoward occurrences. The new case 
was that of a man, 53 years of age, who had had an attack of cerebral 
haemorrhage twenty months before. Right hemiplegia ensued, together 
with late contracture of the hand and epileptic seizures. The focus of dis- 
turbance in the brain was localized at the middle part of the precentral 
convolution. Cranio-metrical measurements were made, in accordance 
with the results of which trephining was performed. The remains of an 
old cerebral haemorrhage were fotmd and removed. Antiseptic precau- 
tions were duly observed, and drainage was provided for. Time of opera- 
tion one houl- and a quarter. The next day the contracture of the hand 
had ceased and the hemiplegia showed marked improvement. Speech 
was more distinct, and the patient also showed greater intelligence. Dur- 
ing four months he has had no return of the convulsions, from which, 
previous to the operation, he had suflFered at least as often as once in two 
weeks. 

Treatment OP Gastro-Intestinai. Catarrh. — Dr. B. L. Coleman, 
of Lexington, Ky., in the Cincinnati Medical Journal claims that this 
disease being very largely of bacterial origin, a rational line of treatment 
embraces means to dislodge the micro-organism or germicides and 
antiseptics to distroy them or neutralize the deleterious effect of their 
ptomaines. Lactic acid has been recently brought forward as a valuable 
remedy. This is given in % drachm doses of a 2% solution. Resorcin 
and benzoate of sodium are very highly spoken of for intestinal irritation. 
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Among antiseptics for administration per orem, salicylate of bismuth is 
growing very much in favor. Other remedies of this class, salicylate of 
sodium, salol, sulphocarbolate of zinc and naphthaline each have their 
advocates. 

Treatment of "Red Nose."— The The American Practitioner and 
News says: "A red nose is a very painful aflFection, especially when it 
attacks females. According to Unna, one-fifth of the cases are due to 
acne rosacea with vascular dilatation. Very often it stands in direct re- 
lation to seborrhcea of the hairy skin. This seborrhoea should be treated 
in the usual way. When acne rosacea is the cause, Unna gives fifty centi- 
grams (seven and a half grains) of ichthyol daily internally, and at the 
same time prescribes lotions of the same substance in watery solution exter- 
nally. At night, applications of the following paste are of benefit : 

Zinc pomade, 20.0 

Rice powder, 5.0 

Sulphur, 2.0 

Unna advises multiple scarifications of the dilated veins after Hebra. 
This should be repeated two or three times a week. The minute wounds 
should be covered at once with moist absorbent cotton. In light cases, 
and as supplementary treatment, he advises repeated washings with 
ichthyol soap. Only warm water should be used. 

Aristol in Cutaneous Diseases. — The results obtained from the 
■ use of Aristol by Dr. Iginio Sormani, in the Opedale Maggiore, in Milan, 
are very satisfactory and far surpass our expectations, so that we consider 
it necessary to present a full report, the more so since some of the cases 
had been previously under treatment without deriving any material bene* 
fit ; of especial importance is a case of ulcerating epithelionia extending 
from the ala nasi to the eye (the diagnosis was confirmed by microscopical 
examination). Concentrated solution of resorcin had been employed 
without noticable improvement; and the thermocautery and curretting 
were also unsuccessful. As early as six days after the application of a 10% 
ointment of Aristol, cicatrization set in, and after thirty-five days a firm 
cicatricial tissue had formed. Ulcerating lupus and scrofuloderma were 
treated with Aristol with much success, although a number of well-known 
remedies had been previously tried without avail. A case of extensive 
ecthyma of the leg in a man is also reported, in which the eruption could 
be made to disappear by the use of calomel, but constantly recurred ; af- 
ter the application of an Aristol Ointment, however, a formation of firm 
permanent cicatricial tissue took place. Numerous cases of ulcer of the 
leg were also treated successfully with Aristol. Sormani concludes that 
on the ground of his experience and that of others, he regards Aristol as an 
excellent remedy, which in many respects is superior to iodoform. It 
can be readily applied and is non-poisonous, as is shown by the fact 
that even after prolonged application to extensive ulcerations no 
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iodine can be demonstrated in the urine. We are not as yet in a poisi- 
tion, however, to dispense with the other remedies and make use exclus- 
ively of Aristol. 

Treatment of Maugnant Growths with Aniline Dyes.— A 
considerablejnumber of inoperable cases of cancer are now being treated 
in this city by pyoktanin (blue aniline — '*methyl violet") used hyperdermat- 
ically. One case in St. Margaret's Hospital, under the care of Dr. J. W. 
Perkins — sarcoma — shows a marked improvement, and there is almost 
total immunity from pain for hours after injection. Cases in the hands 
of Drs. Block, Griffith and Binnie show equally good results. One death 
has occured at St. Joseph's Hospital from septic fever, following the 
sloughing of an immense osteosarcoma of the jaw. So that the transfer- 
ence by Stilling, of Strasburg, of aniline dyes from the laboratory to the 
clinic promises much, reports elsewhere being as fully satisfactory as 
here. Willy Meyer {New York Medical Journal, April ii, 1891) reports a 
case of cancer of the face, in which fuchsin (i to 200 with alcohol and 
later i to 200 with lanolin) had given very gratifying results (Rosenberg). 
The pain was arrested and instead of a nodular, characteristic epithelio- 
matous base, was a smooth granulating surface; the secretion had nearly 
ceased and the ofiFensive odor had disappeared. What was especially no- 
ticeable was that the aggressive character of the ulceration had disap- 
peared. The only point of spreading was a nodule which obviously could 
not be aflFected by external applications. Into this he intended to make 
injections of a i to 300 to i to 500 solution of pyoktanin, a drachm to a 
drachm and a half at a time, every second or third day (Mosetig-Moorhof). 
He has been using pyoktanin, the crude powder or pencil, locally or in 
solution as an injection, in a number of cases. Einhorn {Medical Record^ 
March 21, 1891) recommends the use of pyoktanin by the mouth or rec- 
tum (in capsules 0.2 to 0.3 grammes per diem) in malignant inoperable 
tumors. The first case in which this was tried was one of uterine car- 
cinoma with anasarca, weak and rapid pulse, constant pain, and loss of 
appetite. The pains disappeared as well as the dropsy, and the tumor de- 
creased in size; the pulse improved and she regained her appetite and 
eneral health. Cai^es of gastric and hepatic cancer are now un- 
same treatment, as well as pyelitis, cystitis and pulmonary 
but it is not probable that as good efiects can be obtained as in 
ere the drug can be injected directly into the growths.

D.) of the 
University of Gottingen, has been appointed to the vacancy in the Bacter- 
iological and Hygienic Department in the Johns Hopkins Hospital, occas- 
ioned by the acceptance by Dr. Alexander C. Abbott of the Directorship 
of the new Hygienic Institute of the University of Pennsylvania. — Med-

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Dr. Nuding says : " I have never employed camphor internally in 
erj'sipelas, but for the past few years have regarded it as a reliable, if not 
specific, therapeutic agent in its local treatment. Since beginning its 
use I have constantly employed it in all cases of facial or simple cuta- 
neous erysipelas with the most gratifying results. I usually employ a sat- 
urated solution of camphor and tannin in sulph. ether : 
R Acid, tannic. gr, Ixv. 

Camphor. 3iiss. 

iEtheris sulph. sij. 

M. Sig.: Apply by means of a camel-hair pencil every three or four 
hours, until a white, impervious coat is formed. — Si, Louis Clinique. 

Vina}'' (Lyon Midical) has recommended the employment of aristol 
in the treatment of fissured nipples occuring during lactation. He uses 
it in cases where there is much ulceration and pain. The mixture is as 
follows: 

R Aristol. 3j. 

Liq. vaselin, 3v. 

This is to be applied to the breast and carefully wipped oflFbefore the 
child nurses. After its employment the pain diminishes and cicatriza- 
tion goes on rapidly. In cases in which the glands become much in- 
volved this preparation of aristol may be rubbed into the enlargement 
with advantage. — Archives of Gyncecology, 

Julus Charon writes: ''Pelvic pain, in cases of metritis, salpingo- 
ovaritis, pelvic cellulitis, or pelvic peritonitis, are particularly severe in 
those of rheumatic diathesis. We even meet with women who, after 
menopause, suffer the pains which accompany uterine diseases, who com- 
plain of acute suffering in the lumbosacral and abdominal regions, and 
who have merely, from taking cold, an attack of lumbo-abdominal neu- 
ralgia, without any lesion of the genital organs. In questioning these 
patients we may easily assure ourselves that a rheumatic taint is present. 
Salicin is, in such cases, a remedy of service, and I have often found it 
superior as an analgesic to those generally employed in acute or chronic 
pehnc cellulitis. I usually administer i gramme (i5j4 grains) daily, di- 
vided into three doses." 

A number of doctors who advertise in the newspapers held a meet- 
ing recently at the Y. M. C. A. parlors, for the purpose of organizing an 
Association of Independent Physicians and Surgeons. The institution 
is to have also state and national associations made up exclusively of 
men who are in favor of advertising in the public press. It will be a 
failure, first, because there are too few doctors who will join, and second, 
because the majority of those who should become members have failed in 
everything else — that's why they are quacks. 

We learn from the Egypiian Gazeiie of May 8, 1891, that Dr. Grant 
Bey, a distinguished American physician and archiologist residing at 
Cairo, has been prosecuting an interesting research for the Smithsonian 
Institute at Washington, which has resulted in his discovering that the 
ancient Egyptians of the earliest dynasties used a smokeless light, equal 
in intensity to our electric light, for lighting their temples and for enab- 
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ling them to execute the fine work in the interior of their dark tombs. 
The Society of Science, Letters and Art of L*»cidon has awarded Dr. Grant 
Bey a medal for his scientific Work, bearing a very pretty design on one 
side, and on the reverse, his name with the date, 1890. 

It is now an assured fact that Dr. Bransford Lewis, will immediately 
upon his return from Europe, commence the publication of a medical and 
surgical serial, conducted after his own original ideas. The doctor does 
not as yet reveal the title of the new journal, but has adopted a novel 
method of bringing his magazine to the notice of the profession. In an- 
other part of this issue will be found a design, within which is hidden the 
name of the magazine, and the doctor proposes to mail it free to those send- 
ing in correct' solutions. Dr. Lewis announces his intention of making 
^his journal a surprise to the profession, inasmuch as it will be a departure 
from the beaten path of medical literature. The Medical Herald but 
voices the sentiment of the many friends the doctor won while editor of 
the Weekly Medical Review ^ when it wishes the venture abundant success.

THINGS. 



Gouty Diabbtes. — This rather complicated condition is one which requires great 
•care in its therapeusis, and its treatment is frequently of a prolonged character. Many 
methods have been proposed with more or less success attendant upon their application. 
•One of the best which has been devised is that of Dr. Mirtineau, ot Paris, who has defin- 
itely cured sixty-seven out of sever ty cases in the past twelve years. Dr Dujardin- 
Beaume z has also recommended and even adopted this treatment, in which they have em- 
ployed carbonate of lithum and arsenic in such manner as it is combined and manufact- 
ured by Enno Sanders, whose formula is as follows : 

Lithium bicatbonate, gr. 5.514 

Sodium arseniate, gr. o.ioo 

Carbonic water, oz. 16 00 Mix. 

This quantity, which is the contents of one bottle, snould be taken, mixed with claret 
wine, at three successive meals. Th% diet need not be restricted, with the exception of 
starch, sugar and fruit. The latter articles should be prohibited, but in so far as the rest 
of the diet for diabetics is concerned, considerable freedom may be permitted. In taking the 
water care must be exercised to drink it either during or immediately after eating, al- 
>though it is a better and preferable method to take it during the course of the meal. The 
addition of the carbonic water renders the remedial agents less itritating to the stomach 
and also add« to its palatable qualities. — New England Medical Monthly.

Fluid Extract Witch Hazel, distilled, and Fluid Hydrastis for local application are often 
of value in the catarrhal symptoms. For internal administration to abort the paroxysms 
Grindelia Robusta, Euphorbia Pilulifera and Quebracho may be resorted to either alooe- 
or in combination. These remedies have shown their specific antispasmodic action in 
asthma, and accepting the neurotic origin of hay fever, must be conceded to be of service 
in restoring normal respiratory action in the distressing paroxysms of hay fever.
